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MUSIC IN THE AIR 

The Middle Ages will meet the 20th Cen¬ 
tury on campus this August with the world 
premiere of a new work by resident com¬ 
poser Rudolf Komorous. 

The work was commissioned by the 
Canada Council for the university's third 
annual Early Music Workshop August 5 to 
10 . 

The Komorous composition will be the 
first 20th century work to be performed in 
the Workshop. 

"It's quite an event for us," said Work¬ 
shop Director Christine Mather, explaining 
that the Workshop usually concentrates on 
music prior to the classics, reaching back¬ 
wards from the 18th century to the Middle 
Ages. 

More than 125 persons from throughout 
North America are expected to participate 
in the recorder and viol classes at this year's 
Workshop. 

'There is a lot of interest in early music— 
and a lot of latent interest — but no outlet 
for it," Dr. Mather said. 

"All kinds of people enroll in the Work¬ 
shop — doctors, lawyers, professors, stu¬ 
dents who have hitchhiked from Quebec

majority are amateurs." 

The Workshop brochure is distributed to 
the 3,000 members of the American Re¬ 
corder Society and to the journal of the 
Viol da Gamba Society, thereby assuring 
the annual course of more than enough 
applicants. 

An important drawing card to the Work¬ 
shop is the high calibre of instructors 
recruited by Dr. Mather. 

Principal viol instructor will be Peggie 
Sampson, one of the world's top viol play¬ 
ers. Also teaching viol will be John Sawyer 
of UBC and Christel Thielmann, a teaching 
assistant in viol at York University in 
Toronto. 

Instructors in recorder will be Lanny 
Pollet, UVic instructor of flute, Shirley 
Marcus (Southern California), Paul Palmer 
(Manitoba) and Peter Seibert, Associate in 
Recorder at the University of Washington. 
Mr. Seibert will also conduct the Workshop i 
Choir. 

Harpsichordists at the workshop will be 
Peggy Palmer and Naomi Rowley. 

Spontaneous expression of enthusiasm 
during last year's Workshop has resulted in 
an innovation this year. UVic lecturer 
Gordon Rowley will lead a class in histor¬ 
ical dance open to all Workshop partici¬ 
pants. Students at other summer session 
courses can expect to have both their ears 
and eyes entertained as dancers and musi¬ 
cians again take to the lawns of the quad¬ 
rangle. 

Tentative plans for the third Workshop 
also include a Bach ensemble. 

"We want to provide a class for really 
advanced recorder and viol players," Dr. 
Mather said. The ensemble would provide 
musicians with the opportunity to play 
works such as Cantata 106 Gottes Zeit ist 
der allerbesten Zeit, and the Brandenburg 
Concert no. 6 in B flat. Conductor of the 
ensemble will be UVic orchestra conductor 
George Corwin, also a specialist in baroque 
music. 

Providing enrolment in the class is ade¬ 
quate, the Bach ensemble will perform the 
pieces in a public recital on campus Friday, 
August 9. 

Other public performances during the 
Workshop will be a recital Monday, August 
5 by Peggie Sampson, Christel Thielmann 
and Naomi Rowley and a faculty recital of 
the Komorous piece and others Wednes¬ 
day, August 7. 

Dr. Mather's own involvement with 
early music goes back 10 years, during 



which time she has toured professionally in 
Europe and Canada with the seven- 
member Manitoba Consort. 

Despite its "rather inadequate treatment 
in North American universities". Dr. 
Mather said, early music is flourishing 
among amateurs, aided by the availability 
of relatively inexpensive but good quality 
Japanese instruments. 

And although it is hardly common 
knowledge, she added, "there are hundreds 
of recordings of very far out early music."

Mr. Dunn's married daugher, Elizabeth 
Stanlake will receive a masters degree in 
botany. 

"My daughter's husband is also working 
toward his masters, and my youngest son is 
in third year at UVic," Mr. Dunn added.

MILITARY HISTORY GRANT 

For the sixth year the university will re¬ 
ceive a grant from the Department of 
National Defense to support the professor¬ 
ship in Military History. 

Dr. Reg Roy said the $20,000 grant will 
be divided among the professorial salary, 
secretarial services, and library acqui¬ 
sitions. 

The funds will also be put toward semi¬ 
nars and visiting lecturers. Dr. Roy said. 
Military History has held about five major 
seminars in previous years. 


Ten universities are awarded the D.N.D. 
grant annually, though more than that 
apply. The decision as to recipients of the 
grants is made by a selection committee in 
Ottawa, Dr. Roy said. Approximately 
ninety per cent of the members of the 
committee are civilians. 

The grants were initiated in the late 
1960's when the Canadian Officers Train¬ 
ing Corps cadets were disbanded on 
Canadian university campuses. The govern¬ 
ment then decided to put part of the funds 
formerly used to support the cadets into 
the Military History professorship grant. 












DEGREES AND AWARDS 

The Senate has granted a record number of 
877 degrees for the 1973-74 academic 
year, approximately 600 of which will be 
conferred by Chancellor Robert T.D. 
Wallace at the Convocation ceremonies 
tomorrow at 2 p.m. on the Academic 
Quadrangle. 

Honorary degrees will also be presented 
to eminent scientist Sir Charles S. Wright 
and U.B.C. President Walter H. Gage. 

Recipient of the Governor-Generars 
Medal will be Bruce Edward Turkington of 
Victoria who is graduating with an A+ 
average in Honours Math. 

The Medal is awarded annually to the 
student at the head of the graduating class 
in the Faculty of Arts and Science judged 
on the basis of graduating average. 

A graduate of Oak Bay Senior Second¬ 
ary, Mr. Turkington has been awarded 
numerous scholarships since entering UVic 
in 1970. He received the President's En¬ 
trance Scholarship of $500 in 1970 and the 
following year was awarded the T. Eaton 
Co. (Canada) Ltd. Scholarship of $200 and 
the B.W. Pearse Science Scholarship in 
Chemistry of $200. In 1972 Mr. Turking¬ 
ton received the Royal Canadian Legion 
(Victoria) Sir Percy Lake Memorial Schol¬ 
arship of $300 and the President's Scholar¬ 
ship of $150. Last year he was awarded the 
R.T. Wallace Scholarship of $600. 

Mr. Turkington will begin graduate work 
at Stanford University in September, with 
the aid of a National Research Council Post 
Graduate Scholarship and the Imperial Oil 
Graduate Fellowship.

The silver medals and prizes are awarded 
annually by the British Columbia Teach¬ 
ers' Federation to the student with the 
highest standing in the final year in each of 
the secondary programme and the elemen¬ 
tary program of a B.Ed. degree. The 
students must also have obtained first class 
standing in practice teaching. 

Financial Aid Officer Nels Granewall has 
been selected by the 1974 Graduating 
Class as the year's Honorary Graduate. 
Graduating Class President Linda Taylor 
will present Mr. Granewall with a com¬ 
memorative scroll tomorrow, on the tenth 
anniversary of his own graduation from the 
university. 

Valedictorian of the 1974 Graduating 
Class is Louise Siew-Budd who will receive 
a B.A. in Political Science. Ms. Siew-Budd 
was president of the campus Liberal Club 
and served as prime minister at the 1974 
Model Parliament. She is also commanding 
officer of the Patricia Dufour Navy League 
Wrenette Corps. 

Ms. Siew-Budd is currently working in 
the office of the provincial Attorny Gen¬ 
eral on planning of new social legislation. 


Q.E. SCHOLARSHIP 

For the third time in the four years since its 
inception, the Queen Elizabeth II B.C. 
Centennial Scholarship has been awarded 
to a University of Victoria student. 

Robert Gorelangton graduated from 


UVic in 1973 with a B.Sc. and first class 
honours in biology. Part of his honours 
thesis was published in the British Journal 
of Cancer. 

The Queen Elizabeth Scholarship pro¬ 
vides $7,000 for two years and $3,500 for 
the third. 

Mr. Gorelangton was also the winner of 
numerous other scholarships including a 
B.C. University Entrance Scholarship in 
1968 and the B.C. Government Scholastic 
Awards in 1971-72 and 1972-73. He also 
was awarded the President's Scholarship. 

Mr. Gorelangton is currently at Cam¬ 
bridge University, England, working in the 
Physiology Laboratory of Dr. E.G. 
Edwards. He is working on his Ph.D. on the 
study of the regulatory mechanisms at the 
cellular and molecular level of the repro¬ 
ductive physiology. 

GERMAN EXCHANGE 

Nine UVic students have been chosen to 
spend the summer working and studying in 
Germany under a program conducted an¬ 
nually by the Canadian-German Academic 
Exchange Association. 

The students will be among approxi¬ 
mately 150 selected by the CGAEA from 
German departments in universities across 
Canada, according to Dr. Michael Hadley, 
director of the CGAEA and head of the 
Department of Germanic Languages and 
Literature. 

All the UVic students have completed 
first or second year courses in German, Dr. 
Hadley said. They will leave from Toronto 
May 21, returning to Canada August 26. 

Eight of those chosen will work for eight 
weeks in tourist resorts or on construction 
projects in southern Germany, having the 
following four weeks free to travel. The 
students'wages will be on par with those of 













German workers. Some will live in the 
resorts which employ them; others will 
board with German families. 

Names of the students are: Christine 
Stevenson, Karin Gerke, Lorna Bernard, 
Hilary Groos, Debbi Kirchner, Jackie 
Allen, Robert Sinclair and William Lee. 

The ninth student, George Brandstetter, 
is the recipient of a study scholarship for 
the Goethe Institute in Schwabisch- 
Gmund where he will take an intensive 
course in German. 

The number of UVic students partici¬ 
pating in the CGAEA program is a signifi¬ 
cant increase over last year. Dr. Hadley 
said. 'The German Department is de¬ 
lighted about the success of our students."

Enthusiasm for expert tennis instruction 
has filled all 48 vacancies in UVic's June 
tennis clinic just one week after its an¬ 
nouncement by the Athletics Department. 
Althetics Director Mike Elcock said addi¬ 
tional tennis lessons are being considered 
to accommodate those on the waiting list. 
Instructors for the clinic, which will offer 
one-hour lessons two nights a week 
throughout June, are former Junior Tennis 
champions Roger Skillings and Tim 
Cummings.
